smaller than in any other month of the 
entire period, in trading smaller than 
in any other month except one. and rn 
many branches of each department 
smaller than in most months of which 
records exist. 
The pessimists who pro­ 
nounced reports of gain fictitious aud 
misrepresenting have grown wenrv of 
such talk, aud begin to see the dawn of 
batter days. 
Last month was the first for four 
years iii which the volume of business 
reported bv cleai inghouses was larger 
than in the same mouth of 1899, and 
the telegraphic dispatches from 
all 
parts of the country given this week 
show a gratifying improvement. 
Tins 
is partly due to a large yield of wheat 
and good prices, though the crop is 
probably not so large nor are prices 
thus far as high as iii 1892, but of cot­ 
ton the price is higher and tne yield 
probably larger than in that year. 
Other farm products are realizing good 
prices, and tile possible decrea-e iii 
yield of corn may help to market the 
enormous surplus brought over from 
last y» ar.

situation is altogether more hopeful. 
In minor metals, the consumption of 
tin equals the receints. so t Hat prices 
do not change, and the visible supply 
is practically the same as a mouth ago, 
while exports of copper have been 
heavy and prevent a decline of lake 
below ll cents, and realizing in lead 
has caused only a slight decline to lls 
cents. 
The sales of wool, as comparative re­ 
turns by months show, bear little re­ 
lation to the actual consumption iii 
manufacture, 
but heavy liquidation 
since the new tariff bill was enacted 
gives the impression that some dealers 
are no longer confident of a speedy ad­ 
vance. 
Nevertheless, prices have risen 
during the past few weeks nearly I 
cent per pound. 
Manufacturers are 
buying but little, thoughfithey are rap­ 
id. y increasing the output aud are 
able to obtain an advance of about IO 
per cent in prices of goods with rapidly 
increasing orders. 
The temporary cur­ 
tailment of output by cotton mills con­ 
tinues, but does not yet bring improved 
prices for products, although the de­ 
mand is generally gaining.

When District Secretary W arner was 
spoken to in regard to the situation at 
Canonsburg aud McGovern, he said 
that Cook Sc Sons have not got nearly a 
full force of men at work. 
He has no 
fear of the injunction being enforced 
and said : “ We intend to obey the law, 
but an injunction will not restrain our 
men from peaceably assembling 
or 
marching on the highways. If our men 
are imprisoned for camping at McGov­ 
ern we will send other men to take 
their places aud keep men there as long 
as an attempt is made to operate the 
mines.” 
A copy of the uniformity agreement 
has been mailed to each coal operator 
wffio is expected to sign it.

Project of Building » Railroad to the 
(io ld fle ld ii 
N. E. Picott * of the Yukon country, 
who was in San Francisco recently, 
gave an interesting account, of the ef­ 
forts of pioneers of th at locality to je 
euro more modern means of conveyance 
into the laud of the golden fleece. 
“ While at Circle City aud F ojJj Mile 
last y ear,” says Picotte, “ w*oo£w.dered 
seriously the possibility of securing aid 
from the Canadian government to build 
a railw ay into this district. We secured 
as reliable data as we could aud for­ 
warded the same to Ottawa. Finally an 
appropriation of $">,000 was passed by 
the parliam ent and surveyors were or­ 
dered to take the field this year. 
“ There are two practical routes by 
which this country might be reached by 
a railway. One of these is from a point 
on the Canadian Pacific, the other is 
from Dyea. 
As far as we were able to 
ascertain, neither presents many diffi­ 
culties. 
That from Dyea would be the 
shorter for the reason that only some 
80 miles of road would have to be built, 
the rest of the route to the mines being 
by means of the river. Of course, dur­ 
ing the winter season this route would 
bo closed as far as the river is concern­ 
ed. This road would do away with the 
difficulties of Chiikat pass. It naturally 
would be a closer means of communica­ 
tion with San Francisco, aud for that 
reason is not likely to be favored by the 
Canadian government. 
“ The other route is about 500 miles 
longer, but, being entirely within the 
Dominion of Canada, is likely to receive 
earnest consideration at the hands of 
the government. 
“ The moneyed mea of that section 
are w illing to assist any enterprise of 
this character which w ill tend to de­ 
velop the country. The attention of the 
world bas been called to our country, 
and the idea that uaught but fairy tales 
have been written about its wealth is 
being quickly dissipated. —New York 
Journal.
